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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . It is initially noted that the Preliminary Amendment submitted by applicant on 
November 1 0, 2003 has been entered by the Office. 

Terminal Disclaimer 

2. The terminal disclaimers filed on December 5, 2005 disclaiming the terminal 
portion of any patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the 
expiration date of US Patent Numbers 6,277,225, 6,610,162, 6,396,131, and 6,635,954 
has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal disclaimer has been recorded. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1 -26 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons 
for allowance: 

In regards to claims 1-11, the prior art references of record failed to suggest, 
disclose, or teach a single assembly method for a semiconductor die and a lead frame 
having each of the claimed steps, including the formation of a stress relief portion in a 
plurality of lead members, wherein said portion has an amount of flexure and is formed 
by one of machining, etching, deforming, or electron beam technique. 

As to claims 12-26, the prior art references of record failed to suggest, disclose, 
or teach the specific assembly of the claimed invention, including a semiconductor die, 
at least one adhesive agent, material having a filler material therein, and a lead frame 
having the above noted stress relief portion.
